The ac 
tlon Is entirely electric and is 
the last word in simplicity and 
dependability.

The chqlr sanf.: a special "Te 
Deum" In honor of the occasion, 
the anthem and service being 
performed without ' any re­ 
hearsal because the .organ was 
only finished by the Robert Mor- 
ton organ builders late Satur­ 
day afternoon.
